■Pennsylvania Governor Again Places 


R esponsibility

ment— Says Governors' Conference 
Failed to Discuss Details of How 
to Enforce the Law. 


Washington, 
Oct. 
22.— Governor 


Pinchot of Pennsylvania, whose un­ 


expet ted silence featured the whit* 


house conference of governors, spoke 


his mind in a formal statement plac­ 


ing upon the federal government the 


burden of responsibility for prohibi­ 


tion enforcement. 


Mr. Pinchot in effect reiterated the 


position taken publicly a week ago, 


when he placed the enforcement prob­ 
lem squarely upon the shoulders of 
1 resident Coolidge. 
The governor asserted 
that 
the 
presidents conference Saturday fail­ 
ed to discuss the practical details ov 
how 
to enforce the law. 
He then 
pointed out how, in his opinion, the 
selling of illegal domestic liquor van 
he- dried up. adding that “ the present 
orgy of lawlessness is utterly unnec­ 
essary.” 
His statement continued: 
“ The main sources of the present 
flood of illegal drink are breweries, 
alcohol producing plants, 
liquor 
in 
bond and smuggling. 
Smuggling can 
be dealt with only by the national 
government, 
it is a problem by it­ 
self. 
Breweries and alcohol produc­ 
ing plants can not operate or dellvei 
their products except under federal 
permit, while liquor in bond ie wholly 
controlled 
as 
to 
its 
safekeeping, 
transportation and release by federal 
ptrmibs. 
"In the matter of permits the fed­ 
eral 
government, as 
Commissioner 
Haynes well says, is solely responsi­ 
ble and the fttatee < an not help. 
If 
the federal government would write 
into each of its permits to manufac­ 
ture, transport, store or utilize alco­ 
holic liquids 
certain 
simple condi­ 
tions. it woul-d make law-breaking 90 
difficult as to be practically impossi­ 
ble under anything short of actual 
collusion between law-breakers 
and 
the enforcement officials. 
“ I do not suggest that Pennsylvania 
or any other state should be relieved 
of any part of its duty in law' en­ 
forcement, but the states should not 
be compelled to pick up the bird shot 
scattered all over the floor by the 
failure of the federal government to 
check th* flood of illegal liquor at its 
eource. 
“ When the federal government uses 
Its power over permits as here «ug- 
ges'ted, 
when 
it 
takes the 
enforce­ 
ment service 
out 
of 
politics 
and 
raise« it to a higher level, the. flood 
of illegal liquor will be stopped at 
the source, and the whisky rebellion 
w ill be over.”

R evocation of the per­ 
m it when the permitee is caught vio­ 
lating the law ; supervision of manu­ 
facture and access to all parts of the 
plant day or night by Btate and na­ 
tional enforcement officers; products 
to be shipped only at specified timea 
suid only after inspection and stamp­ 
ing at the plant

The proclamation at Aix la Cha 
pelle. it is felt, is certain to aggra­ 
vate the situation in Bavaria and Sax­ 
ony. 
If the R hineland population and 
the Berlin government 
both 
prove 
powerless in the face of French dom­ 
ination, developments will strengthen 
the hands of the separatists in Mu­ 
nich and Dresden.

Rye Is Recommended as 
Economical Swine Feed 
The feeding of rye as a substitute 
for com in fattening pigs Is held by 
Minnesota experiment station and ag­ 
ricultural extension men to be good 
economical practice in view of the pre­ 
vailing mark et prices for the two 
cereals. 
“As about 102 pounds of rye have 
given the same results as 100 pounds 
of corn,” says H. G. Zavoral, live stock 
specialist, “rye at present prices would 
he the most economical feed. 
Accord­ 
ing to Henry & Morrison’s ‘Feeds and 
Feeding,’ ground rye is worth 94 per 
cent as much per ton as ground com 
for hog feeding. 
“Rye Is not as palatable as corn and 
hogs will not consume it as freely. 
Neither is it as good a feed for horses 
or cattle as it is for fattening hogs, 
hut by mixing it with more palatable 
feed, such as corn and oats, It may be 
satisfactorily fed.

how to enforce the law.

selling of illegal domestic liquor can 
ba- dried up. adding that “the present 
orgy of lawlessness is utterly unnec­ 
essary.”

■food of illegal drink are breweries, 
alcohol producing plants, liquor 
in 
bond and smuggling. 
Smuggling can 
be dealt with only by the national 
government, 
it is a problem by ii 
self. 
Brew eries and alcohol produc­ 
ing plants eau not operate or delivei 
their products except under federal 
perm it, while liquor in bond is wholly 
controlled 
as 
to 
its 
safekeeping, 
transportation and release by federal 
permits. 
"In the m atter of permits the fed­ 
eral 
government, 
as 
< ’on: in I.a toner 
Haynes well says, is solely responsi­ 
ble and the elate* .can not help. 
If 
the federal government would w rite 
into each of its permits to manufac­ 
ture, transport, store or utilise alco­ 
holic liquids certain 
simple condi­ 
tions. it would make law breaking so 
difficult as to be practically impossi­ 
ble under anything short of actual 
collusion between law-breakers 
and 
the enforcement officials. 
I do not suggest that Fenneylvania 
or any other state should be relieved 
o f any part of its duty in law en­ 
forcement, but the states should not 
be compelled to pick up the bird shot 
scattered all over the floor by the 
failure of the federal government to 
check the flood of illegal liquor at its 
source.
